did. Corbett as a prizefighter was the 
product of the Olympic Club of San 
Francisco. His training began there, 
and when he was turned out as a fln- 
itihed specimen of his class the club 
was proud of him. For some reason it 
h.is not cherished that pride so much of 
late. 


The prizefighter has no standing and 


no place in the world. Here and there 
a border town dominated by roughs 
and gamblers seeks the presence and 
p itronage of prizefighters. The refuse 
o1 humanity will always favor brutal 
sports. 
But the athletic clubs have 


c mie to consider that physical train- 
ing and prizefighting are wide apart. 
They never had any necessaiy connec- 
tion. 


Hood physical culture never debases 


and brutalizes men. 
There was an 


older civilization that tolerated gladi- 
ators who fought to the death. They 
v ere a class whose business It was to 
V.I11 and be killed. Modern civilization 
I . becoming more averse to all cruel 
a rid debas'iig sports. It has narrowed 
tne arena of the prizefighter until he 
h.is no standing room for exploiting his 
brutal business.

In 
his capacity as Mayor, upon the bill 
he declined to vote, on the ground that 
as he would have to pass on the raqul 
siuon later, he would have to Investl 
gate it, and could not be bound by the 
statement of the City Engineering 
the goods were absolutely necessary. 


Commissioner Wilson, who handed In 
the requisition, voted that it be passed 
and so did City Attorney Pelrsol. and It 
pas«e-d This is the first time the Mayor 
has taken the stand that no official can 
order or take a hand in work of which 
ne is to be eventually the Judge 
"I -am afraid," said the Mayor, "umii 
the present dual capacity of each Com- 
missioner is probably illegal. We al 
ml two positions, and we all pa-ss upon 
our own acts, and this is held'to be il- 
legal in a court of law. How can I, as 
a Commissioner, legally do things that 
must be stibmltt'-d for mv approval as 
Mayor. How can City Engineer Wil- 
son order work done as a. Commission- 
er, attond to It as City Engineer and 
finally pass upon the bill as1 a Commis- 
sioner? The whole position Is absurd, 
ind, as I am informed,-contrary to 


"If Commissioner Peirsol IB in doubt 
•egardlng- the legality of any proposi- 
tion, he goes to himself as City Attor- 
ney for the needed advice. If we differ 
fom him on any point, we have to con- 
sult him. as he Is the legal adviser of 
he board. What kind of advice would 
le give us, or of what value would such 
advice be to us under the circumstan- 
ces?

about this expenditure to gratify a feel- 
ing of national pride, and do not see 
why we should tax ourselves heavily 
for the pleasure of floating our own 
ships,

Mythlc'nl Volcanoes. 


Once in about six months a story

put afloat that some one of the moun- 
tains at no great distance from Puget 
Sound has broken out as a volcano. 
There was Mount Ranler that a short 
time ago was misbehaving in this 
way. 
People In Tacoma and Seattle 


saw smoke, and of course there must be 
fire. 
The report of flame went the 


rounds of all the newspapers. 
Now 


Mount Ranler has not emitted flame 
during the memory of the present gen- 
eration. 


The latest story is that a mountain in 


the Olympic range is in a state of 
eruption. 
Smoke was .seen by 
two 


hunters, and Professor Alexander of 
the Smithsonian Institution thought he 
saw something Indicating volcanic fire. 
There are at times wreaths of vapor 
hanging around some of these moun- 
tains that may resemble 
volcanic 


smoke. But when the evidence Is sifted 
there is nothing to sustain the story 
ot volcanic eruption. 
In Alaska there 


Is said to be a very good assortment of 
live volcanoes. 
There Is not a genuine 


one this side of that territory, nor has 
there been one In the last forty years. 
But there have been mythical creations 
enough to furnish a hundred burning 
mountains.

peare was of the Anglo-Saxon or the 
Norman stock: it is easy to believe that 
the bardic powers ot the Bard of Avon 
came from the Welsh, strain that was 
in his veins, as it had previously* been 
in those of his grandmother Gryffyn, 
of the line of Welsh kings of Fowls. Be- 
sides, it is evident from some of Shakes- 
peare's plays that he had a soft spot 
in his heart fyr the old Welsh race."
